CARRANZA OFFICIALS HINT 
WORK OFU.S.TROORS IS DONE; 


PURSUERS ARE NEAR PARRAL 


State Department Says Defacto Government Has 
Not SetgDate on Which They Think Soldiers 
Should Be Withdrawn; Cavalry Almost 
Beyond Reach of Supplies. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—State De- 
partment dispatches today indicate that 
officials of the Mexican de facto Gov- 
ernment are viewing with some anxiety 
the continued. presence of American 
troops in Mexico. One dispatch was de 
scribed as containing a hint that certain 
Mexican officials believed the purpose of 
the American expedition had been ac- 
complished. This belief was said to be 
based upon the assumption that the 
bandits under Villa have been dis- 
persed. ; 
Consul-General Rodgers, it was learned 
today, has advised the department that 
the de facto Government officials uat 
Qutretaro had intimated to him they 
would like to know how long the United 
States intended to keep the troops in 
Mexico. Administration officials in a 
position to be familiar with the Mexican 
situation said the de facto Government 
had not set a date upon which they 
thought the American troops should be 
withdrawn. It was admitted in various 


quarters, however, that such action by 
the de facto Government would not »b:2 
surprising.

Co. on Walton road, he no- 
ticed an autorobile come up behind 
him. He started to turn out to let the 
machine pass, but looked back and saw 
it had stopped. This was near the 
Gonter farm. Oe said one of the two 
men in the front seat called out to him 
to go ahead, as they had had a blow- 
out. 

He said he noticed that one of tae 
men was holding a red bicycle on the 
running board. He drove on about 300 
feet and again looked batk. This time 
he saw the two men starting east 
through the Gonter farm. They had left 
the auto in the road. This was where 
the Hudson murder car was found by 
the police. The smaller man, who, he 
said, appeared to be about 5 feet 
inches tall, was pushing the bicycle 
The taller man was walking with him. 
Later Sproule saw Joe Lewis riding the 
bicycle through the Gonter farm. 

Campbell said the small man wore a 
light gray overcoat and the larger one 
a dark coat. He was not sure wheth- 
er they wore hats or cape. He drove 
on down a hill and lost sight of the 
men. It was his brother, Joe Camp- 
bell, who identified Joe Lewis and one 
of the two men who thrust a pistol 
in his face at 2:30 a. m. last Monday 
while Campbell and another man were 
unloading coal at the yards of the Over- 
land Coal Co. 

Representatives of the: Bell and Kin- 
loch telephone companies and the Unit- 
ed Railways Co. today identified several 
sets of lineman’s climbers and several 
coils of telephone wire found in the 
Athlone avenue garage as having been 
stolen from their companies. 

Where Body Was Found. 

Dillon’s body was found yesterday aft- 
ernoon buried near a culvert on the 
Denny read, three-quarters of a mile 
south of the Clayton road. 

Wiktam Wilson, a farmer, unearthed 
the bedy after his daughter, Helen, 10 
“years old, had told him she had seen 
what appeared to be freshly turned 
earth in a depression near the base of 
the culvert, on the east side of the 
Denny road. 
Wilson went down a 12-foot embank- 
ment and found a place where the clay 
was soft. He removed some of the 
earth with his hands and uncovered the 
corner of an autcmobile laprobe. He 
tugged at this and it unrolled, revealing 
the body, which had been buried less 
chan a foot under the surface of the 
loose clay. 
The point of burial was about five 
and one-half miles in a direct, and about 
eight and one-hel% miles by road, south- 
west of the place where the murderers 
abandoned their Hudson car after kill- 
ing McKenna and Dillon. 

Notifies the Sheriff. 
Wilson went to 9. saloon at the Denny 
and Clayton roads and telephoned to 
Sheriff Bode at Clayton that he hal 
found the body. Bode and Coroner 
Bopp hurried to the place in an automo- 
bile, after notifying the St. Louis police. 
{A squad of policemen in a patrol wagon 
arrived a short time later. 
When the body was uncovered, it was 
found to be :ully clothed, except for the 
cap, which had been found in Overland

Dillon evidently had been struck re- 
peatedly with some sharp-bladed 
weapon, which, in the opinion of Autop- 
sy Physician Hochdoerfer, may have 
been a hatchet or a spade. The flesh 
had been sliced from his face by blows 
from some such weapon. 

In addition <o the automobile laprobe, 
the murderers buried with the body a 
gray checked Mackinaw coat. which the 
police regard as an important aid in 
running down the slayers. The men who 
killed McKenna wore coats of this kind. 
The one buriei with Dillon was shown 
to witnesses of the McKenna killing 
and they said they believed it was the 
one worn by McKenna’s slayer or his 
companion. 

These same witnesses already had 
identified Joe Lewis of 4253 Athlone. avo- 
nue as one of the two gray-coated men 
implicated in the McKenna killing. 
Search is being made for Lewis’ broth- 
ers, Frank and Ora, who also lived at 
the Athlone avenue address, but havs 
been missing since the murder. 

That the murderers had another 
sharp-bladed weapon besides the spade 
found in St. Louis County Saturday 
became known yesterday through the 
vigilance of Sterling E. Edmunds of !1 
Lenox place, an attorney, who volun- 
teered to aid the police in their search 
of the county. 

Edmunds, with two special policemen, 
was driving in his automobile ‘near the 
Walton and Lackland roads when he 
saw a hatchet lying near the road. 
Closer inspection showed the hatchet 
was bioodstained. 

The hatchet was only a few yards 
from the place where the abandoned 
Hudson car was found Friday afternoon 
after the slayers had killed one police- 
man and killed and buried another. It 
was of cheap make and rusty and ap- 
parently had not been bought recently. 


Body Shown to Suspect. 
Dillon’s body was Srounht to the St.

Maurice Dillon, a city fireman and 
father of Patrolman Dillon, of 3967 
Greer avenue, who had searched without 
rest since Friday night for the bodv of 
his son, was present on the Denny road 
yesterday when the body of the police- 
man was taken from the ravine. He 
collapsed and was led from the scene 
and later taken to his home in an auto- 
mobile, 

The father, who is 65 years old, said 
this morning that he would attend the 
Coroner’s inquest today. The murdered 
patrolman’s m-ther is prostrated, 

Patrolman Dillon, who was 88 years 
old, was the eldest of sevén sons. There 
is one daughter, Madeline. The broth- 
ers are Ned, Dave, Bernhard, Paul, Mor- 
ris and Joseph Dillon.- 

Policeman Dillon was an athlete and 
in the opinion of his father must have 
been attacked by several men when he 
met his death. ‘‘No one man could have 
handled Willie,”’ the father frequently 
said. He had been a member of the 
police department 13 years. 

Dilicn’s funeral will be held Wednes- 
day from the family home to St. Mat- 
thew’s Church, Sarah and Kennerly 
avenucs. Burial will be in Calvary Cem- 
etery. The funeral will be conducted 
with a police escort and all the honors 
of the department will be accorded the 
slain man. 

The funeral cf Motor Cycle Policeman 
McKenna was held at 8:30 this morning 
from the home at 1931 Marcus avenue, 
Burial was in Calvary Cemetery.

DILLON MURDER 


Known Facts Clinch Theory 
That Same Gang Who Killed 
McKenna Killed Him. 


From the known facts in one of the 
most atrocious double murders with 
which the St. Louis police have ever 
had to deal, it is possible to gain a 
fairly accurate idea of how Patrolman 
Dillon lost his life through his effort 
to capture the slayers of Moto Cycle 
Policeman McKenna. 

As to the McKenna killing tne only 
point in doubt is why he chased the 
Ford oir in which were the two men 
who afterwarus murdered hir .@ 
length of the chase and the route cov- 
ered are not known, but it is  .elieved 
to have been a long and hard one as 
the automobile and motor cycle were 
covered with mud’ when they entered an 
alley back of an oil filliny station at 
os. North Whittier street, about 7:30 a, 
m. Friday. 

Saw the Ford Car. 

Policemen had general instructions to 


watch for automobile thieves anu wire 
thieves. Subsequent developments 
showed the men chased by McKenna 
were both. 

McKenna was shot by one of the two 
me. after he had arrested them about 
7:40 a. m. | 

Dillion, nearly 50 blocks away stepped 
into the zone of death at 8:08 a. m., 
when he reported by telephone to the 
Angelica street station from a police 
box at Carter and Athlone avenues ana 
was officially told of the shooting of 
McKenna and instructed be on the look- 
out for a mud-covered Ford car. 

By a strange coincidence he was al- 
most in the path of the murder car 
when he received these orders. Abot 
10 minutes later he saw a mud-covered 
Ford car enter an alley between Ath- 
lone and Holly avenues, only half a 
block from the box where he had tele- 
phoned. 

Dillon followed the car into the al- 
ley. It stopped at the door of a garage 
in the rear of 4253 Athlone avenue. Al!- 
most at the same time a much larger 
Hudson car entered the alley from Pen- 
rose street at the other end of the 
block. This was the machine in which 
Dillon, it is believed, either dead or 
mortally wounded, was to be carried 
cut in the county to be buried .under 
a culvert. 

From all obtainable accounts Dillon 
did not have his revolver drawn when 
he entered the garage. Three persons 
who saw him at that time are sure his 
hands were empty. 


No Revolver on Body. 
How many men Dillon encountered in 


the garage is not definitely known, but 
the police believe he was confronted Ly 
a sufficient number to overpower and 
disarm and probably to kill him in the 
warage, back of 4253 Athlone avenue. 
No revolver was found on his body 
when it was taken from its shallow 
grave in the county yesterday after- 
noon. 

That at least two men were Dition's | 
opponents in the struggle tn the garage 
is made certain by the testimony of 
two boys who were passing the garage 
on their way to school. 

The boys saw Dillon holding a man by 
the wrists with his arms extended at 
full length above his head. They heard 
Dillon exclaim: “Don’t! Don't!” Then 
the curtain was drawn on the murder 
scene, Another man who had not before 
been visible to the boys stepped for- 
ward and closed the sliding door of 
the garage from the inside. ‘The trap 
had been sprung on Dillon. He was 
never seen alive again, 

Police Department officials believe 
that Dillon was murdered in the ga- 
rage. He was not shot, but probably 
first beaten with the butt ends of re- 
volvers and then cut and hacked with 
some sharp-bladed weapon, 

Cuts on His Body. 

When Dillon’s body was found there 
Were deep cuts across the fingers of 
both hands. This vividly recalled the 
one short act of tragedy which the £ 
schoolboys had seen. There was llon 
holding another man’s hands above his 
head. As described by the boys, the 
had something bright tn 
his hand. Dillon even then was battling 
for his life against a knife or a re- 
volver.

UNUSUAL TRAIL FOLLOWED 


TO JOE LEWIS 
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Tip That Two Men Were Spending Money in 
Candy Store, Swiftly Acted on by 
Sergeant, Led to Arrest. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter learned today 
the unusual chain of circumstances 
which resulted in the arrest of Joe 
Lewis, who has been identified by sev- 
eral witnesses as one of the slayers of 
Motor Cycle Policeman McKenna, and 
ef Lewis’ mother, sisters and stepfather, 

The Newstead Avenue District police 
were unusually active in the investiga- 
tion of the McKenna murder, as it had 
occurred in their district. At 4:30 p. m. 
Friday, more than eight hours after the 
murder, the Newstead station informed 
Sergt. Dan Cosgrove by telephone that 
Patrolman Ben Heggeman wanted to 
see him at Vandeventer avenue and 
Delmar boulevard. Sergt. Cosgrove went 
there. 

The patrolman told the Sergeant that 
he had received information from a cer- 
tain source that strangers in that neigh- 
borhood had been spending money lav- 
ishly, considering their mode of dress, 
in a confectionery and cigar stand at 
618 North Vandeventer avenue, owned 
by Campbell McPherson. 

One Was Joe Lewia. 

They went to McPherson's store and 
questioned him about the strangers. Mc- 
Pherson said one of them was named 
Roy and sometimes was called Joe, and 
that the other was known to him as 
“Mutt.” Joe, it afterward developed, 
was Joe Lewis. who is a prisoner, and 
“Mutt” was his brother, Otis, also 
known as Ora, who, with Frank Lewis, 
is being hunted. 


The confectioner said that Joe and 
“Mutt” began coming there about 
Christmas time, and that he thought 
they spent “too much money for men 
of their style.” He said they played 
the punchboard, winning candy and 
cigars, and that he often saw them 
with $5 bills, and once with a $50 
bill, and once with a $100 bill, He 
said he learned that they had lived 
at 8961 Delmar boulevard with their 
mother, until two weeks before, 

The confectioner, when asked if ne 
knew Of either of the Lewis brothers 
having any women friends, told of Joe 
Lewis meeting Irma Dennis in the store 
at the Christmas holidays. The Dennis 
woman, he said, worked in Campbell's 
restaurant at Grand avenue and Olive 
street. He said that after Joe Lewis 
met her in the store he gave her some 
candy which he had just won on the 
punchboard, and then took her home. 


McPherson Offers Assistance. 

“Wait a minute,’ the confectioner 
said. “I can find them for you. I had 
in engagement with them for last night 
(Thursday night)) and they didn’t come. 
We were to go riding in their Foru 
ear,” 

The confectioner started to telephone. - 
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Sergt. Cosgrove told him “never mind.” 

“Well, their number of Colfax is 
1449R,”’ the confectioner replied. 

The Sergeant, in whispergd instruc- 
tions to Patrolman Heggeman, told him 
to remain with the confectioner, and not 
let him telephone or talk with anybod:. 
Then he found out, by reference to a 
“Red Book” usei for such purposes. 
that “Colfax 1449R” was a telephone at 
4253 Athlone avenue. x 

Meanwhile the Sergeant, with - other 
policemen, went to 3961 Delmar and 
learned that a woman named Mrs. John 
de Morris had lived there with two sons, 
but had moved to an address not known 
to the neighbors. 

Returning to McPherson's store, they 
asked him where Joe and “Mutt” kept 
their Ford car. McPherson said he 
didn’t know the number, but could 
lead the police to the garage. as he had 
been there with Joe and “Mutt” after 
being out on a ride with them in the 
Ford. He led the police to a garage 
back of 4172 Delmar Boulevard, and 
enid that that was where “Joe and 
Mutt kept thelr Ford.” 

Mrs. James Simms of 4172 Delmar 
boulevard told the police she had rented 
the garage to two young men whose 
names she did not know, and that they 
had kept several different cars in the 
garage during the five weeks that they 
had had posséssion. She was taken to 
the Newstead Station, but she could not 
identify Joe Lewis as one of the two 
young men who rented the garage. 
Joe’s brother, Otis, also known as Ora 
and ‘‘“Mutt’’ Lewis, is still being hunted, 
the police working on the idea that Mrs. 
Simms might be able to identify him. 

Where McKenna Made Arrests. 

Police today attached utmost im- 
portance to this circumstance. It will 
be remembered that it was in the al- 
ley back of 4174 Delmar boulevard, 
next dor to where the confectioner 
anid Joe and “Mutt” kept their Ford, 
that Motor Cycle Policeman McKenna 
on Foriday morning arrested two 
men in a Ford car, who later shot 
and mortally wounded him and es- 
eaped. 

It has been established that Joe and 
*“Mutt’’ Lewis used the garage in the 
rear of their home on Athlone avenue. 
The Police Department is certain that it 
was in this garage that Policeman Dil- 
lon met his death within 40 minutes 
after Policeman McKenna was mortally 
wounded near the Delmar boulevard ga- 
rage. The distance between the Delmar 
boulevard and Athlone avenue garages 
could be covered in an automobile, such 
us the McKenna slayers fled in, within 
15 minutes. 

Sergt. Cosgrove hired an automo- 


bile and with a number of policemen 


Hudson and the.Ford were driven away 
from the garage. Whatever tragedy was 
enacted there must have been crowded 
into the short space of 10 or 15 minutes, 


‘for about 8:30. a..m.. the two cars were 
‘geen half a mile north of the garage at 


Von Phul and College avenues by 
Arthur W. Gernhart, who noticed that 
there was a bicycle In the tonneau of 
the Hudson car. 

This bicycle became an important link 
in the chain of evidence yesterday when 
Joe Lewis, held for complicity in the 
murder, was identified as a man wh» 
rode away from where the Hudson car 
was abandoned on a bicycle after tha 
car had been abandoned at Overland 
Park in St. Louis County about 11:9 
a. m. Friday. 


Men Had Big Bundle. 


The Ford car later found to have been 
stolen was abandoned at Von Phul and 
Cottage avenues. Two men left it and 
carried a heavy bundle to the Hudson 
car. There has been much difference 
of opinion as to whether this bundle 
was large enough to have contained 
Dillon's body. The men then rode away 
in the Hudson, also a stolen car. 

Their route into the county is not 
known, but many persons familiar with 
the roads and with the subsequent move- 
ments of the murderers believe they

took the quickest route leading to the 
Manchester or the Clayton roav’ and 
drove along one of these roads into the 
county. 
route under ordinary circumstances they 
would have met or passed many auto- 
mobiles. But on Friday the heavy ratn 
and snow would have kept the traffic 
light. 

So far as their movements can be 
judged, they first stopped on the Dennv 
road a quarter of a mile south of the 
Clayton road, where they buried Dil- 
lon’s body. This was a hazardous thing 
to do in daylight as this road is usually 
the main-traveled north and south au- 
tomobile thorgughfare in that part of 
the county. 

But once the body was taken into the 
12-foot ravine at the foot of a culvert 
there was more seclusion for the mur- 
derers as the depth of the depression 
and the closeness of the chosen burial 
place to the culvert made it invisible 
from the road above, except that a 
pedestrian looking over the edge of the 
culvert might have seen it. 

Seraved Shallow Grave. 

Here the men who had slain Dillon 
must have dug, or rather scraped, his 
shallow grave in the rain-soaked clay. 

This business. over, the murderers’ 
thoughts turned to escape. They 
cliribed back into the car of death and 
drove north on the Denny road. This 
was a good time to think of getting rid 
ef telltale articles which might betray 
them. 

For instance, there was Dilion’s cap 
bearing evidence of the murderous 
blows and slashes which had ended his 
life. Also there was the spade with 
which the soft, damp clay had been 
scraped away to make his grave. Sone 
of the clay still clung to it. Also there 
were an automobile floor mat and a cof! 
ef towing rope, both soaked with Dil- 
lon’s blood. All of these things the 
murderers throw from the car at the 
Denny and Olive street roads. And a!l 
were found. 

The murderers then turned to the 
east, probably over the Olive street 
road and to the north over the Wal- 
ton road, reaching Lackland avenue 
about 11:30 a. m. It was about. that 
time that Claud H. Soule saw a man, 
whom he has identified as Joe Lew-

They said 
his hat, in the room, had water on :t, 
as if the wearer had come im shortly 
before, and snow had melted on the 

hat. 

Gertrude Landon, 4, Mra. de Morris’ 
granddaughter, was in the house. Later 
De Morris, the stepfather of the Lewis 
boys, came in with the daughter, Mrs. 
Stella Landon. They said they had been 
to a picture show. Mrs. de Morris said 
she had a son Otis, sometimes called 
“Mutt,” and that Otis left town earlier 
in the day to take his sister, Eva, to 
Collinsville, where she was to appear 
that night in “Modern Maids,” @ musical 
show. She explained that De Morris 
was a stage name, and said that her 
real name was Mrs. Martha Budd. The 
Lewis children, she said, were her chil- 
dren by a previous marriage. 

Another son, Frank, Mra. de Morxris 
said, lived with his wife somewhere 
around Sixteenth and Olive streets. 

Joe Lewis and Mr. and Mrs. de Mor- 
ris were sent as prisoners to the Newe- 
stead Avenue Police Station, but Ser- 
geant Coagrove had a hard time trying 
to ke@p them there. 

Friday, an hour after 
the arrests were made, Lieut. Donegan 
telephoned Cosgrove from the Newstead 
Station, it was learned, and wanted to 
know what to do with Mr. and Mrs. ds 
Morris.

they couldn't hold them at the station. 
Sergt. Cosgrove, it was leraned, insisted 
they should be held as prisoners. 

Later Acting Lieutenant Kennedy tel- 
ephoned Cosgrove and also wanted to 
know “what to do about holding them.” 

“Why, this woman (Mrs. de Morris), 
is sick,” the acting Lieutenant is re- 
ported to have said. 

Cosgrove insisted they were need-. 
ed in the investigation of the Me- 
Kenna case. 

“Why,” Acting Lieutenant Kenne- 
dy replied, “the bloodhounds are. trac- 
ing McKenna’s slayers out near.Over- 
land Park,” 

Sergeant Cosgrove later was surprised 
t* see Mr. and Mrs. De Morris come 
back to the Athlone avenue address. 
They had been released at the Newstead 
Station. 

Kept Under Sarveillance, 

The sergeant, it was learned, kept 
them under surveillance at the Athlone 
uddress the remainder of the night, 
along with Mrs. Landon and her daugh. 
ter. He would not let any. member of 
the family use the phone.iIn the house. 
Mrs. De Morris, the police said, wanted 
to go to a drug store for medicine for a 
headache, but she was refused Sane 
sion. 

At 8:15 a m., Saturday, after it be- 
came known that Policeman Dillion had 
last been* seen alive. when he entertd 
the alley in the rear of the De Morris 
house, the captain of the Newstead. Dis- 
trict ordered. Sergeant.Qosgrove to ar- 
rest everybody left in the house, . 

Mr. and Mrs. De Morris made their 
second trip to the Newstead Station, 
aud since then have been in clistody, 
as have the other members of the faim- 
ily with the exception of ots and eee 
Lewis.

Near Hill 235—Salient at 
Bethincourt Evacuated. 


Fighting Continues on Both 
Sides of Meuse — French 
Gain 150 Yards Near Fort

Russian Torpedo Boat Rams 
Submarine Near Where

More British Ships Sunk. 


PARIS, April 10.—The Germans contin- 
ued their attacks last night in the Ver- 
dun region east and west of the Meuse, 
over a front 13 miles long from Hill No. 
304 to Fort Douaumont. The War Office 
announcement of this afternoon says 
that in the fighting west of the river 
for possession of Dead Man's Hill, the 
Germans were repulsed except on a 


front of 500 years near Hill No. 235. 


East of the river the German wee ss 


gained no appreciable results. 

The statement says: 

“West of the River Meuse bombard- 
ments continued violently last night. It 
‘was particularly directed against Hill 
No. 304. The attack delivered by the 
enemy yesterday evening against Dead 
Man’s Hill and which was, generally 
Ff peaking, repulsed, with important losses 
to our adversaries, made it possible fcr 
the Germans to penetrate our advanced 
trench at Hill No. 295 along a front uf 
about 600 yards. We took about 100 pris- 
oners. 

‘‘East of the Meuse there was very 
spirited fighting Jast night in the little 
wood of Fontaine St. Martin, east of 
Bacherauville. We have made progress 
in the communicating trenches of the 
enemy south of the village of Douan- 
mont. 

“It has been confirmed that the day 
of April 9 in the region of Verdun was 
marked by the first general offensive 
movement in which the forces of the 
enemy attacked over a front of more 
than 20 kilometers (18 miles). Our ad- 
versaries, who have not achieved an” 
result commensurate to their effort, 
suffered losses, the extent of which arc 
evidenced by the bodies piled up in front 
of our lines.” 

The failure of Sunday night's latest 
Rreat hammer stroke of the Ger- 
fmans at Verdun has greatly encour- 
aged the French press and public. The 
attack is stated to have been one vt 
the most determined of the srvat blows 
Gelivered since the battle began 50 
Gays ago, and yet it yielded the least 
results of any of them, although rhe 
Crown Prince hurled two whole urmy 
corps against the French alorg a i0- 
mile fron‘. 

As Bethincourt formed a dancerous 
salient, its evacuation nad been ex- 
pected for scme time and many military 
observers long ago criticised its reten- 
tion. Gen. Petain’s unerring judgment 
in letting it go ai exactly the right 
moment is highly praised. While of iitt’e 
value to the French, it is of almost 
none to the Germans as it is in a hol- 
low commanded by French guns on all 
sides, out of wh'ch it is said to be vir- 
tually in:possible for them to debvuch,

Washington Officials Doubtful If 
Further Action Can Be 
Taken by U. S. 


OFFICIAL WORD AWAITED 


Austria May Ee Asked if One 
of Her Craft Damaged 
French Liner. 


WASHINGTON, April  10.—Official 


word from Germany regarding the de- 
struction of the steamer Sussex with 


Americans aboard is expected at the 


State Department soon. 

Secretary Lansing announced today 
that Ambassador Gerard had cabled 
that the German Foreign Office in- 
formed him it would hand him a note 
in the Sussex case, probably today. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador, will confer with Secretary 
Lansing this afternoon. The Ambassa- 
dor made the appointment. 

A preliminary statement handed to Mr. 
Gerard by the Berlin Foreign Office is 
understood to be on its way to the 
State Department by cable. 

Other information in the nature of 
evidence, gathered by the American 
embassy in Paris, is on the liner St. 
Paul, which is expected to dock in 
New York Thursday. Somehow, offi- 
cials had gotten the impression that 
the ship would arrive yesterday and 
that the information would be here for 
tomorrow's Cabinet meeting. Efforts 
will be made to have it here for the 
Friday meeting of the Cabinet. Secre- 
tary Lansing said today that no action 
would be taken until after the evidence 
had been considered. 

The State Department today still 
without official information of 
many’s disclaimer of responsibility. 
Germany has asked Ambassador Ger- 
ard what information regarding the ex- 
plosion which damaged the Sussex is in 
the possession of the American Govern- 
ment. This inquiry was forwarded by 
Ambassador Gerard to the State Depart- 
ment. When the inquiry was made Ger- 
ard was informed that German investi- 
gation into the case of the Sussex had 
not up to that time disclosed that any 
German submarine was responsible. 

It was made clear today at the Ger- 
inan embassy that Count von Bern- 
storff, who returned to Washington th.s 
forenoon from New York, had not of- 
ficilally been informed that Germany 
Gefinitely and finally had denied respon- 
sibility for the Sussex explosion. 

It was said that the sole purpose of 
his call was to discuss the situation 
generally and to endeavor to gain for 
the information of his Government an 
sdequate understanding of the views of 
the United States not only in regard to 
the case of the Sussex, but the cases 
of other merchantmen under investiga- 
tion. 

Many officials are of the opinion that 
it is doubtful whether action could oe 
taken in the Sussex case in view of a 
German denial. Attention is now direct- 
ed at the accumulation of evidence re- 
garding numerous disasters to merchant 
ships. If Germany sends a disclaimer 
the State Department will then decide 
whether to ask Vienna if an Austria” 
submarine attacked the Sussex. 

Especial attention is being directed at 
the accumulation. of evidence regarding 
other cases which the United States 
has been investigating. Of these, the 
case of the Manchester Engineer ap- 
pears to be the most aggravating. The 
evidence shows that at least one of the 
survivors from that ship swears he saw 
the periscope of a submarine. Whether 
this declaration has been corroborated 
is unknown, the administration not be- 
ing disposed to divulge the eviden<cs 
collected. 

In the case of the steamer Eagle 
Point, the evidence is said to show that 
the ship upon capitulsting at the end 
of a chase by a German submarine, 
was torpedoed with members of the 
crew still on board.

It Has Caused Complete Loss of 
Prestige as Nation, He Tells 
Navy League. 


CONVENTION IS OPENED 


Robert A. Thompson, President, 
Makes Plea for Larger 
Navy; Assails Pacificists. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Delegates 
representing every State in the Union 
were in attendance at the opening ses- 
sion today of the eleventh annual con- 
vention of the Navy League of the 
United States, The sessions will con- 
tinue through Wednesday. 

Some of the country’s foremost au- 
thorities on international law, com- 
merce and military and navy science 
are on the program to describe what 


they believe to be adequate prepared- 
ness for national defense. 

Robert H. Thompson, president of the 
league, opened the convention with an 
address in which he reviewed the work 
of the league and paid his respects to 
the pacificists. 

He declared that while the league had 
“earned the hatred of the class which 
is opposed to preparedness, we trust 
that you will love us for the enemies we 
have made.”’ 


Believes in Big Fleet. 
“The league was founded by men who 


believed,’’ Thompson continued, ‘“‘that an 
efficient and adequate fleet was the best 
defense against invasion. 

“He asserted that the country has 
awakened to the necessity of a real 
preparation for defense. Pointing out 
that while several questions remain to 
be solved, such as how the expense of 
preparedness is to be met,’etc., the 
speaker declared that it makes no dif- 
ference to the league how these ques- 
tions are arranged, so long as the work 
is done in the most efficient and least 
expensive manner and that the men, 
guns and ships are secured as quickly 
as possible.

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Resolution Adopted by Mail Poll 
Did Not Affect Case «f 
Dr. Lewis. 


The text of the resolution which it 
was announced at the Saturday night 
meeting of the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety had been adopted by a mail refer- 
endum vote of 450 to 25, was made public 
today and reveals that the case of Dr. 
Braneford Lewis, whose exoneration by 
the society on a charge of unethical con- 
duct caused the resignation of 19 officers, 
was in no way affected by the resolu- 
tion. 

The original charge against Dr. Lewis 
was that he allowed a medical paper 
which he prepared for delivery before 
& medical gathering in Kentucky to be 
published In a St. Louis afternoon news- 
paper. It was incorrectly stated in yes- 


| terday’s Post-Dispatch that at one meet- 


ing Dr. Lewis was disciplined and that 
the action was rescinded at a later 
meeting. 

The facts are that on appeal from the 
finding of the Committee of Censor ami 
the Council, Dr, Lewis was exonerated 
by a vote of 148 to 12. This was March 
17, and it was this action which caused 
the dramatic resignation of the censors 
and the council. At another meeting 
the next night, with only 63 voting, a 
reconsideration was voted and action 
was taken purporting to reverse the ac- 
tion of the previous meeting and to sus- 
pend Dr. Lewis from the society. 

Legal action was taken by Dr, Lewis’ 
attorney and the leaders of the vote of 
March 18 stated in a meeting of the so- 
ciety that the action of that night was 
illegal and offered an apology to Dr. 
Lewis. This left Dr. Lewis in good 
standing, which is the way the case 
stands today. 

The resolution adopted Saturday was 
a long document, involving two propo- 
sitions. The first was that the society 
reaffirms its allegiance to the principles 
of medical ethics as laid down by the 
American Medical Association and the 
other was that confidence be expressed 
in the officers and that those who re- 
signed be urgently requested to with- 
draw their resignations. A member had 
to vote for or against both propositions. 

The resolution stated that the action 
of March 17, in which-the society re- 
fused to ratify the verdict of the cen- 
sors, suspending Dr. Lewis, is not to be 
taken as an abandonment of the prin- 
ciples of ethics, s 

Friends of Dr. Lewis state that no 
physician could have been expected to 
vote against this resolution because to 
do so would have been to repudiate med- 
ical ethics. They insist, therefore, that 
the vote in no wise involved any rebuke 
of or any reflection upon Dr. Lewis.

Weapon, Left by Patrolman at Ed- 
ward Althoffs Bedside Found 
Clutehed in His Hand. 

When Patrolman Henry Althoff 
reached his home, 3610 North Twenty- 
first street, at 11:40 o’clock last night, he 
found a note on the kitchen table from 
his sister, Miss Sophia Althoff, request- 
ing him to make a toddy for his brother, 

Edward Althoff, who was ill. 

The policeman placed his revolver on 
a pillow near his brother's head and 
went down into the basement to fix up 
the drink. While he was downstairs he 
heard a shot and a minute later found 
his brother dead with a bullet wound in 
his right temple and the police revolver 
in his hand, 

Miss Althoff was awakened by the 
shot and ran into her brother’s room 
just as Patrolman Althoff was ascend- 
ing the stairs from the basement.

arithmetic—24 cents to the shilling. Cut 
it down to suit vourself). 

Lady Colebrooke, daughter of Word 
Alfred Paget, whose son, Almeric Hugh, 
married Wiliam C. Whitney’s daughter, 
is the wife of the first Baron Cole- 
brooke, for years Captain and Com- 
mander of the corps of Gentlemen-at- 
Arms. She has just arrived in New 
York with Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Guin- 
ness, after six months’ volunteer work 
as a maker of shells in one of the largest 
munition factories of England. 

During that time the “daughter of a 
hundred Earls’’ worked side by side with 
Cockney ’Arriet, whose nusband or lover 
was at the front and who had given up 
her job as a London shop assistant to 
help in the patriotic work of making 
sinews of war. 

When I got my first glimpse of Lady 
Colebrooke, who is one of the great

ognize it as the report of a revolver. 
She then heard her husband fal!, and 
going to the bathrvom, found him un- 
conscious. She did not learn, until 
after a physician came, that he had 
shot himself. 

Trembley, who was 48 years old, suf- 
fered from nervousness for a vear pust, 
his wife said. She believes his mind wus 
deranged by this nervousness. His 
friends have heard him complain of 
spinal trouble. He said recent!y that an 
eld spinal ailment, from which he 
thought he had recovered, was brought 

again by over-exertion in plaving 
golf, last fall, at a club near St. Lovtis 
This ailment, in recent weeks, often 
became painful, and frequently kept im 
from his place of business. 

He is a native of Murphysboro, and 
came to St. Louis in 1890. He worked 
as bookkeeper for Keeley & Co., and 
inherited an interest in the busin¢ss 
from the head of the firm, George M. 
Keeley, who was a bachelor. He var- 
ried on the Keeley business as head of 
the firm, until he formed the Trembley-

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OLD-LINE AMERICAN. 
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CONGRESS’ GREAT BLUNDER. 

The conditions under which American prod- 
ucts must find their way at present to overseas 
markets may be judged from the following facts: 

Ocean carrying charges on some routes have 
increased more than 900 per cent as compared 
with the charges just before and just after 
the opening of the war. * 

It happens that some of these routes are 
the ones over which wheat and cotton and 
other crops from United States farms must 
be sent to foreign consumers. 

Wheat was transported from New York to 
Liverpool for 4.1 cents a bushel in January, 
1915, about the time the subsidists were insist- 
ing that no need for the ship-purchase bill 

existed. Now the freight charge is 40.6 cents 
a bushel. From New Osleans the rate is 54.8 
cents a bushel. 

The rate on flour from New York to Liver- 
pool has increased from 15 to 90 cents. 

The rate on cotton from New York is $2.25 
a hundred and from New Orleans, $3; an in- 
crease of nearly 900 per cent. 

The steamer Minnesota has just been char- 
tered for a round-trip voyage between Phila- 
delphia and Buenos Aires at the unheard of 
price of $102,500 a month. 

The schooner Robert P. Murphy has been 
chartered to take coal from Philadelphia to 
Rio Grande Do Sul in Brazil for $23 a ton and 
will bring back linseed at $25 a ton. The 
schooner, for the six-month irip, will net $47,- 
000 or nearly $8000 a month. 

With earnings so enormous: made possible, 
what has been the effect on the value of ves- 
sel property? 

The prices show relative advances never sur- 
passed in the case of any property outside of a 
mining camp. It was believed that the maxi- 
mum had been reached last fall, but the owners 
even of old, scarcely seaworthy: tubs have 
marked up their price at the rate of #5000 a 
month ever since and have been getting the 
money. 

If the Government had invested $30,000,000 or 
$50,000,000 in yessel property under the ship- 
purchase measure prior to March 4, 1915, it 
would have doubled its money by this time and 
saved more than this profit to American cotton, 
and wheat growers and others. 

The 16-year-old schooner, James Edward 
Drake, was offered for $25,000 last October, a 
rather staggering price then. She has recently 
been sold for $55,000. 

The 19-year-old schooner, Charles G. Endi- 
cott,.sold recently. for $30,000. She was repaired 
to the extent of about $6000 and sold again for 
$55,000. A few days later she changed hands 
for $73,000. , 

It is not too late yet to realize vast bencfits 
from the passage of a judiciously framed ship- 
purchase measure, But the failure to pars it 
1G months ago must be accounted one of the 
greatest blunders ever made by Congress, in 
view of the acute famine in shipping to carry 
our products and our 50-year-old ambition to 
set up. again as a great | maritime power.

THE SUSSEX AND PERSIA MYSTERIES. 
The evidence of American and other investi- 

gators showing that the Sussex was sunk by a 
submarine is by no means discredited by Ger- 
many’s explicit denial that she was responsi- 
ble for the attack on the vessel. The P. & O. 
steamer sunk in the Mediterranean with one of 
our Consuls aboard, the Persia, was unquestion- 
ably the victim of a’ submarine.

From 41 cents a bushel in January, 
1914, the rate on wheat has become 
40.6 cents today from New York tw 
Liverpool. From Boston it ts 6 cents 
cheaper. THe higher rate from New 


York is attributed to long delays and 
high demurragé charges, @ue to conges- 
tion of grain at New York. 

Cotton rates have ftmereagsed at both 
the ports of New York and New Or- 
leans nearly 900 per cent, but it is stil 
cheaper to ship from New York than 
from New Orleans. 

The New York rate was $22 a hun- 
dred pounds Jan. 1,and the New Orleans 
rate $3. The cost of shipping other 
commodities is considerably higher at 
New Orleans than New York. Wheat 
shipped from New Orleans is taxed 
64.8 a bushel. 

Rates on flour have increased about 
600 per cent within two years and on 
provisions about 400 per cent. 

Comparison between flour rates from 
New York to Liverpool and from Seat- 
tle to Hongkong show that the New 
York rate advanced in two years 
16 cents to 90 cents, and the Seattle 
rate from % cents to 75. Transpacific 
rates on other food commodities in- 
creased little. 


BRITISH WOMEN URGED TO GIVE 
UP EXTRAVAGANCE IN DRESS 


Savings Committee Issue Appeat 
to Husbind Resources in Both 
Money and Labor. 
LONDON, April 10.—Extravagance in 
women’s dress is the subject of the lat- 
est appeal of the National Organizing 
Committee for War Savings. The ap- 

peal. says: 

“Many women have already recognized 
that elaboration and variety in dress 
are bad form in the present crisis, but 
there is still a large section of the com- 
munity, both among the rich and among 
the less well-to-do, who appear to make 
little or no difference in their habits. 

“New clothes should only be bought 
when absolutely necessary, and these 
should be durable and suitabie for all 
oecasions. Luxurious forms of, for ex- 
ample, hats, boots, shoes, /Stockings, 
gloves and veils should be gVoided. 

“Tt is essential not on that money 
should be saved, but that labor enmpioyed 
in the clothing trades should be sét free. 
Moreover, expenditure on dress deferred 
till peace has been secured will serve a 
aseful purpose during the time of trade 
dislocation which must follow. 

“People have already been adjured by 
the committee— 

“Not to motor for pleasure. 

“Cut down the number of servants. 

“Shut up part of the house. 

“Have legs elaborate meals. 

“Give up hothouses and other needless 
luxuries in the garden.” 


FOREST FIRE DAMAGE IN 1915 
BELOW THE FIVE-YEAR AVERAGE 


Official Figures Show That Less Than 
‘Two Acres Per 1000 Were 
Swept by Flames. 
WASHINGTON, April 10.—The damage 
from fcrest fires during 1915 .was ma- 
terially below the average of thé last 
five years. About 300,000 acres of na- 
tional forest lands were burned over,

The timber loss was 156,000,000 board 
feet, valued at $190,000; 87 per cent of 
this loss was in Oregon, Washington 
and Idaho, with 72-per cent in Oregon 
alone. 

Besides the timber loss, fires destroyed 
reproduction, or young tree growth, of 
an estimated value of $160,000, and $3407 
worth of forage. 

The cost of fighting each fire was 
$20.83 less than the average for the five 
years previous. 

The chief cause of forest fires was 
lightning, as has been the case hereto- 
fore. Campers were responsible for 18 
per cent, 2% per cent higher than the 
five-year average. Eleven per cent was 
caused by brush burning, nearly 11 per 
cent were of incendiary origin and # 
per cent were due to sparks from rall- 
road locomotives. Lumbering operations 
caused less than 3 per cent.
